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GERMAN AIRSHIP 
LEADS IN RACE 


Wide Territory Covered by the Inter- 
national Aeronautic 
, . Competition. 


St. Louis, Oct, 22.—Apparentiy scat- 
tered to every point of the compass 
by variable winds, the nine balloon- 
ists competing in the second interna- 
tional aeronautic race, which start- 
ed from here yesterday afternoon, 
were reported to-day far to the north- 
east, and also far west of St, Louis, 
while one is even said to be travelling 
over Tennessee far to the south, 

Several of the balloons are in the 
vicinity of the Great Lakes, espe- 
cially Michigan, while four others 
were sighted late to-day in the vicin- 
ity of St, Joseph, Mo. The reports re- 
ceived so far are meagre and seatter- 
ed. The headquarters of the club of 
America is without advices and the 
Officials of the race are dependent up- 
on newspaper dispatches for informa- 
tion. The first reports of the balloons 
to-day came from Indianapolis, Ind, ; 
South Haven, Mich; Kalamazoo, 
Grand Rapids, Mich.; Prescott, Ind.; 
Watseka and Tadmore, Ohio. 

Difficult to Identity. 


The latter place is 375 miles east 
in an air line from St. Louis, while 
St. Joseph, Mo,, is 372 miles to the 
west. The balloon sighted at Tad- 
more, ig said to be bright yellow, 
This would seem to indicate that it 
was one of the German contestants, 
Four balloons were reported near &t 
Joseph, but were to high to be distin- 
guished, The balloon sighted at 
South Haven, Mich., is reported to 
have carried two American flags. 

Both foreign and American balloons 
displayed the American emblem pro- 
minently, however, so the flags would 
be of little assistance in determining 
either the name or nationality of the 
air crafts. This same balloon is also 
reported to have a huge white patch 
visible. This undoubtedly was the 
white number cloth which each con- 
testant carried, 

Guess At Identity. 

There is a strong belief here that 
the balloons reported to the northeast 
fare the three German contestants, the 
English entry and one of French 
teams. All of these made flight for 
the higher altitudes from the start, 
and evidently caught an upper cur- 
rent from the southwest. The three 
American balloons and the French 
balloon, Lisle De France, kept to the 
lower level, and it is believed they 
were carried west, and are the ones 
reported in the vicinity of St. Joseph, 
Mo. 

A long Cistance telephone message 
received at 1,385 p.m, to-day reports 
two balloons in the vicinity of Rich- 
mond, Ind., and two more just visible 
to the westward of that city, These 
are evidently balloons reported earli- 
er in the day in the vicinity of In- 


dianapolis. They are moving almost 
due east, and should be near Coi- 
umbus before darkness sets in, The 


balloon reported from Tadmor, Ohio, 
is evidently a German contestant and 
far in the lead of the others just 
heard from. 
Have Entered Canada. 

Detroit, Mich,, Oct, 23.—A balloon 
passed over the northern part of De- 
troit at 1 o’clock to-day, apparently 
about 1,000 feet in the air. The bal- 
loon’s course was northeast, and if 
maintaned will probably carry it not 
far off Lake Huron, somewhere in the 
vicinity of Port Huron, A dispatch 
from Chatham, Ont., sixty miles 
northeast from Detroit, says a balloon 
passed half a mile northeast of there 
soon ,after 2 o’clock going due north. 
Considerable gas seemed to be escap- 
ing, although the balloon was not de- 
scending perceptibly. This is prob- 
ably the balloon that passed over De- 
troit about J o'clock. 

Ontario Skimmed By Contestants 

Toronto, Oct, 23,—Large balloons 
have been seen to-day at various 
points in Ontario, They are undoubt- 
edly some of those taking part in the 
international race from St. Louis, the 
direction of the wind carrying them 
this way, Reports of balloons being 
seen came from Highgate, Chatham, 
Rodney and Orangeville. When last 
sighted at 6.10 p.m., one balloon was 
passing in a northeasterly direction 
over Caledonia, 

One Lands at Hamilton. 

Caledonia, Ont., 23—The balloon 
“United States,” of which Major Her- 
wey, of the United States weather bu- 
reau is the pilot. landed about twelve 
miles south of Hamilton, Ont., at 6.16 
p.m,, after travelling six hundred 
miles, The United States crossed I 
linois, Michigan and Lake 8t, Claire 
to the middle of Lake Erie, when a 
change of wind carried it north Mmto 
Canada to the place of landing. 


The United States is a balloon pilot- 
ed in Europe last year by Lieut. 
Lahm, Major Herzey then acted 
as assistant to Lieutenant Lahm, 


who won the cup by going 402 
miles. The German balloon at a late 
hour was over Lake Erie, having been 
sighted in the air at the northeast 
corner of Ohio, or was over the north 
west border of Penn, with a probabil- 
ity of soaring above New York state, 
in the neighborhood of Buffalo to- 
morrow morning.

Atlantic Stops Them. 

St, Louis, Oct. 23.--Th second interna- 
tional balloon race is developing a re- 
markable exhibition of scientific mani- 
pulation of balloons. 

Reports received here from the contest- 
ants come from all sections of the coun- 
try and it is barely possible that when 
they have all been heard trom it will 
develop that the Atlantic ocean alone 
prevented the most remarkable flight ev- 
er recorded in this or any other country. 
The landing of Major Herzey near Calo- 
donia, Ont., last evening indicated the 
beginning of the end. His record will 
be approximately 610 miles, but this 
has been eclipsed about two fold by the 
German balloon Pommern, which landed 
at Ashbury Park, N.J., on the Atlantic 
coast, ‘lo reach this point the Pommern 
travelled north east from St, Louis, 
crossing the states of Illinois, Indiana, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey. The land 
ing was made about 9 «’clock this morn- 
ing. Another balloon which has not yet 
been identified is reported anchored «n 
a farm near Lake St. Clair about 30 
miles north of Detroit. That several 
other baloons followed the general course 
of Pommern is evident from later re- 
ports, Three passed over Philadelphia 
ac an early hour this morning, one be- 
ins positively identified as the Pommern 
The other two were doubtless"the Aber- 
eron (German) which is reported as land- 
ing near Westminster in the northern 
part of Maryland. The English bal- 
oon, Lotus, is reported as having passed 
“tiladeiphia but the identification vas 
not absolute. If this should prove true 
however, the Miitish entry may hare 
gone clear to the coast and there veen 
forced to make a landing.

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NO POLITICIANS 
ON INTERCOLONIAL 


Minister of Railways and Canals 
Announces Policy Which he ; 
Will Put Into Effect 


Toronto, Oct. 23—Last night at Har- 
riston in North Wellington, Hon, G. 
P, Graham, minister of railways and 
canals, said the people of Canada had 
only to look around their towns and 
villages, and to see the replacing of 
old wooden sidewalks by granolithic 
pathways, and improvements, to show 
that Canada had improved, and was 
now prosperous. Above all he placed 
the duty of the government in provid- 
ing for the transportation of the 
country produce, 

Speaking as the minister of — rail- 
ways and canals, he asserted that no 
parsimony would be exercised with 
regard to transportation facilities, so 
long as he was head of the depart- 
ment, While he occupied this posi- 
tion he should endeavor to conduct 
the Intercolonial railway on business 
principles, with the object of first giv- 
ing the best service to the public, and 
secondly cash return to the country. 
“And as soon as an employee thought 
it his business to be moie of the poli- 
tician than a railway man, T mean 
to dispense with his services,’’ the 
speaker said. 

Mr. Graham’s statement in this 
regard was received with warm ap- 
plause, but not any warmer than that 
which greeted the announcement that 
in the last nine months Canada’s 
debt had been reduced in spite of 
large expenditure by °$3,000,000,

Diplomatic Question In Borneo, 


Washington, D.C., October 23.—An 
agreement between the state depart- 
ment and Ambassador Bryce, of the 
British Embassy, respecting the  ad- 
ministration of an island near Borneo 
by the British North Borneo Com- 
pany, was made public yesterday. 
This agreement has been the subject 
of diplomatic communication for more 
than a year. 

The conditions of the agreement are, 
in short, that the North Borneo Com- 
pany be left undisturbed without any 
agreement specifying the details of 
its administration; neither will it 
have any territorial rights. The com- 
pany shall also agree to exempt the 
United States from any claims what- 
ever. This understanding is to con- 
tinue “until the boundary lines are 
marked, and it is understood that the 
company can not remove any build- 
ings or improvements without the 
consent of the United States govern- 
ment.

Big Payment of Head Tax, 


Vancouver, Oct. 22,—Forty-eight 
thousand five hundred dollars in head- 
tax money was paid in by 97 
Chinese who arrived yesterday from 
the Orient by the Royal Mail Steam- 
ship Empress of China, which reach- 
ed port this afternoon, She brought 
a big list of steerage passengers, prin- 
cipally Chinese, there being only 
four Japanese passengers and = one 
Japanese stowaway, and no Hindus. 
Of the Chinese eighty-eight were land- 
ed at Victoria, twenty-six of whom 
paid the head tax. Five hundred 
Chinese were landed at Vancouver, 
and seventy-one of this number paid 
the head tax, a hundred and _ fifty- 
four are certificated to return to 
Canada free, a hundred and fourteen 
are in transit to United States points, 
and a hundred and sixty-one are 
bound through in bond to the West 
Indies and other countries.

Edmonton will further agree to ar- 
range rates with the Strathcona coun- 
cil.

Question of Market. 


The commissioners on their own 
initiative undertook to deal with the 
crying necessity for the establishment 
of a market in Edmonton, and in a 
report recommended the setting apart 
of two days each week as market 
days, and the charging of a fee to 
vendors, who took stands on the mar- 
ket square. No reference was made 
to a building. The report was as fol- 
lows; 

The attention of your commission- 
ers has been drawn to the present 
state of the market square, and the 
regulations thereof on market days, 
and your commissioners beg leave to 
report and recommend that in the 
opinion of the commissioners, the 
market square should be feneed round 
with suitable fencing and an entrance 
fee should be charged to all persons 
for the privilege of selling on the mar- 
ket square, attention being drawn to 
the fact that no charge should be 
made to persons who go to the market 
to purchase any commodity, but that 
the charge should be made to any per- 


any 


son, nevertheless, who desires not 
particularly to sell, but stand their 
teams and feed them there. In the 


opinion of your commissioners, owing 
to the limited space, auction sales 
should at least be fyemidden on mar- 
ket days and,the council should well 
consider forbidding auction sales al- 
together, The commissioners further 
recommend that two days in the week 
should be set apart for market days; 
That the weigh scales should be fene- 
ed off with a runway, the access and 
exit thereof being on Queen's avenue; 
Any person driving upon the scales 
and paying the usual fee to be per 
mitted to enter the market enclosure 
without payment of any farther fee, 
For the further and better consid- 
eration of this matter.we would su 
gest~that this question be *referred 
a committee authorized to bring down 
the necessary by-law, and that this 
committee, during its deliberations,

The protest of the residents of Cliff 
und River streets against the substitu- 
tion of a two-plank walk for that of a 
six-foot walk originally petitioned for, 
was met by acceding conditionally te 
the petition of the residents.

On the 23rd October, 1906, a petition 
in proper form was received and ap- 
proved of by the couneil authorizing 
the construction of a six toot plank 
walk on Cliff street irom Syndicate 
fo River street.

Hf, 
however, the property-owners on Riv- 
er street should sign a petition in 
proper form your commissioners sec 
no reason to object to the sanctioning 
of the request, provided that our al- 
ility and weather conditions would 
permit. This is a matter for the con 
sideration of the property owners, and

quirements, 

The report was adopted, 

Remission of Taxes. 
Nicholson & Bain’s claim for remis 
sion of taxes was granted, the com- 
missioners report being approved, and 
the report was ag follows: 

On enquiring into this matter the 
commissioners are satistied that the 
facte of the case are as stated, the 
claimants having only commenced 
business here about the beginning of! 
May, 1907, this being an entirely new 
business coming into operation at that 
date. We think it ig reasonable, 
therefore, that a remission should be 
allowed, and would recotmmend a re- 
mission to the extent of the propor- 
tionate time, four months, say one- 
third of $66.80, equal to $22.27, 

The city solicitor stated the council 
was without power to remit taxes, but 
by a manipulation suggested by Com- 
missioner Kinnaird, the question was 
dealt with.

The City Will Make Connection.

Your commissioners have enquired 
into this matter, and as far as we 
can ascertain we have every reason- 
able assurance that Mr. Deggendorfer 
is correct in his statement that hi 
private service connection for both 
sewer and water were installed by 


him to the lot line on his property on 
Kighth street during the summer 0 
1906, wigh the knowledge and consent 
of Mr. J. H. Hargreave, the then city 
engineer, After Mr. Hargreave’s re 
tirement the plan of laying the wate: 
pipe in the lane instead of on th 
street was recommended by the pres- 
ent engineer, Mr. R. R. Keely, and 
approved by the commissioners and 
the council, This being the case it 
{would be unreasonable,that Mr. Deg 
gendorfer should be put to any ex 
tra expense occasioned by this chang« 
of plan, and we would recommend 
that the service connection be given 
him in the manner suggested at the 
cost of the city, which the city engin- 
cer estimates not to exceed $15. 

The report was adopted, 

The commissioners reported recom- 
mending the extension for three years 
‘of the Hotkléy Co. contract for the 
police and fire department uniforms: 

Your commissioners, having had re- 
ierred to them the communication of 
the R, Hockley Co., Ltd., requesting 
an extension of their contract for a 
period of three years, including this 
year, beg leave to report that upon 
publishing the advertisement calling 
for tenders, your commissioners, fol- 
lowing the custom in vogue in other 
cities in such matters, stated that if 
the prices, terms, and fulfillment of 
the contract were satisfactory, the 
city would be prepared to make a 
contract for three years, The heads 
of departments interested advise us 
that the contract has been fulfilled 
in a satisfactory manner, and the 
goods up to sample, and that in their 
opinion it will be to the advantage 
of the city to have this contract ex- 
tended over a period of two more 
years, in order that the experience ob- 
tained by this firm in filling this con 
tract shall not be fost, to the disad- 
vantage of the city, In as much as 
the Hockley company were the lowest 
tenderers we would recommend that 
this contract should cover a period 
of two more years

Tanana, Alaska, October 22.—By the 
strenuous efforts of the Canadian De 
tective Bureau the mystery Surround- 
ing the disappearance of 59 pounds of 
gold dust, valued at over $12,000, fron

The’ gold disappeared trom 
steamer Seattle No. 3 on August 7

AMERICAN OUTOREW NATIONAL. 


New York, Oct. 22.—The greatest base- 
hall season ever known has just closed. 
A careful compilation ‘of the daily at- 
tendance figures, which have been kept 
ever since the American League expand- 
ed East show that, 1907 leads all other 
baseball years by more than 300,000, The 
figures show that the American and 
National Leagues drew a grand total of 
6,136,557 persons. The nearest approach 
to these figures was in’ 1904, when 5,- 
869,260 persons witnessed the con*bined 
games ef the National and American 
Leagues. These figures are an increase 
over last year of 417,268. The American 
League again outdrew the National, Ban 
Johnson's organization showing a total of 


3,398,764, while the National's figures 
show a grand total of 2,737,798. ‘The 


American League drew 460,000 more than 
last year, while the National Lea 
shows a decrease of 40,000. Last year
